A SOBER CALCULATION.

life ; and if not brought through evil com- 
munications to the state-prisen or the gal- 
lows, will in all probability terminate his 
mortal career in some poor-house, unknown, 
unpitied, and despised. 


WOMAN. 

All the influence which women enjoy in 
society,—their right to the exercise of that 
maternal care which forms the first and most

per which she had just received from her 
instructress, Miss G. with the following 
question written upon it—‘“ What passages 
of seripture prove man to be ina fallen state 
by nature ?” Sy 400 

The object of the child, in presenting this 
question of her instructress,was to be inform- 
ed where the passages might be found. 

This may be considered, in itself, of very 
small consequence, yet it serves to throw 
some light upon the kind of instruction which 
is impressed upon the tender mind at these 
schools ; and shows the necessity there is 
of parents inquiring into the sentiments 
which are to be taught to their children in 
these institutions. If parents and guardians 
are fully convinced that man is ina fallen 
state by nature, it is perfectly natural to sup- 
pose that they would wish to have such sen- 
timents taught to their children and such as 
were placed under their care : But if they 
are convinced that such sentiments are false 
and unscriptural, there is a manifest impro- 
priety in sending their children where such 
views are inculcated. 

The strong impression which such a course 
is calculated to leave on the publick mind, 
is, that they are either indifferént as to the 
sentiments which they profess to approve or 
disapprove, or that they so little re- 
eord the the auhocin'al their children that 
they are willing they should grow up in er- 
Lror. In either case, no rational excuse can 
be framed for their conduct.
